Cnrtls Iiinra Ultimatum.
Of course Commlsslpner Curtis did

not use those words, but In nice Boston
English he put himself on record as
follows:

"It Is manifest that the places In the
police force formerly held by men who
deserted their posts of duty have by this
action been rendered vacant. I am ad-

vised by the Attorney-Gener- al that upon
existing facts tho oRlces formerly held
by the members of the police force, to

whom I have referred, are In fact and In
law, vacant

"X shall accordingly proceed In accor-
dant v lib. law and In strict compliance
wlh the roqulrene its of the civil ser-

vice law to fill thes vacancies with new
men. I hkvo submitted to the Mayor of
Boston recommendations for lmmodtate

t adoption relating to a revision 01 sui- -
' aries for the lowest paid members oC

I the police force, and I shall later sub- -
S-- s St mlt recommendation! for a revision of
mi ,i entire ftnlurr lilt.

"I have further requestld the Civil
Service Commission to vgrant tne au-
thority to appoint to the polica force
any veterans who are defined by chap-
ter 160 of tho General Acts of 1919,
whether ouch veterans bn residents of
Boston or not.

"The Attorney-Gener- al has ruled that
such veterans must be renldanta of the
Commonwealth, but need not be resi-

dents of the city of Boston."
It was that statement, communicated

to Mr. Oompers, that drew his terse
hand grenade. 1

So no matter how 6ne looks' at the
situation, nor where one's sympathies
lie, the fact remains that the next step
is up to the A. F. of I If a general
strike Is the result Boston waits it;
awaits It with considerable trepidation
and apprehension, to be sure, tut is
standing up, feel planted well apart,
ready for the fray.

Bring on your general strike, says off-
icial Boston. Boston's and Massachusetts

i rulers have thrown down the gauntlet.

Governor Issues Statement.
Gov. Coolldge. a Republican, and a

candidate for reelection In November, I-
ssuedthis statement:

"At a conference with labor leaders,
held at tfielr request, details were pre-

vented to me under which I shall be
guided by the opinion of the Attorney-Grnera- l.

"I understand the matter of the tele-
gram has been conveyed to Mr. Curtis.
Whether ne has made any decision on
it yet, I did not- - know. I undertook to
transmit their request Tor a conference
between President O'Donnell, Organizer
McCarthy and President Mclnnea to the
Commissioner of Police."

Then the Governor telegraphed Sam-
uel Gompers as follows:

"Under the law, the suggestions con-
tained in your telegram are not within
the authority of the Governor of Massa
chusetts, but only of the Commissioner
of Police of the city- - of Boston.

"With the maintenance of discipline in
his department I have no authority to
Interfere. He has decided that the men
have abandoned their sworn duty and
has accordingly declared their places
vacant I shall support the Commis-
sioner in the execution of law and main
tenance of order."

Commissioner Curtis not only refused
to treat with the labor men but caused
this proclamation to be Issued to all po-

lice captains:
"None of the vatrolmen who failed to

report for duty September 9, 1919, or
since that time, may return to duty un-
der any circumstances ; nor are they to
be allowed to remain or loiter on the
premises of the different station houses.

'When officers report back from vaca-
tions or sickness the division commander,
will communicate at once In each In-

stance with the superintendent for In-

structions.
"You are also Instructed that no open

air rallies or anything calculated to
draw a crowd are to be permitted until
further orders."

President Wilson might appeal to the
Massachusetts authorities to rescind
their apparently adamant dictum and he
might, by personal appeal, fetch about
a break In the deadlock call It a lock-
out If you will but that's only a matter
of conjecture.

Folks down this way have a rather
Ingrown conviction that they have and
can run their own affairs themselves.
It's not easy to bend the Puritan will.
A Yankee is not prone to vacillation.
The strike has"preclpltated a tweedle-- d

and tweedledum conditions of af-
fairs.

The people of Massachusetts go to the
polls in November to elect a full State
government .from Governor down. The
primaries take place September 23.

The balloting Is looked forward to
with a calm serenity, for there will be
a squad of soldiers at every polling
place and Boston is no place to "sass"
a soldier nowadays. '

Calvin Coolldge, whom this strike has
proved a fearless man. Is unopposed at
the, primaries. On the Democratic side
are six candidates, two of whom seem
to be running neck and neck. One Is
Eugene M. .Foss, thrlco .Governor and
once the recipient of something like
11,000 votes on an Independent platform.
His real opponent for the Democratic
nomination Is Richard II. Long, wealthy
Bnoe manuiacturer, employer of many
union workers and a wholly respectable
and patriotic cltlsen.
Deltrlck nf Cambridge and te

Senator Mojiaghan likewise seek Dem-
ocratic honors. Long seems to be in
the lead thus far.

Coolldire Gathers Strenarth.

cratic candidates to say anything about
tne labor situation as It would be to
wring an outcry against the covenant
of the League of Nations from Pres!
dent Wilson, It present feellrir con
tlnues Ka obtain Coolldge will be re
elected, simply because he ha,s taken
a stand, has mapped out his flghtmg
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sector and has shown Massachusetts
that he Is ready to sink or

or perish, where he stands. VVnd
the city of Boston Is for htm.

A. E. F., It
the Republican candidate for State
Treasurer. I mention him merely be-

Now whether the presence of sol-
diers on the streets of Boston and the
fact that their rifles have already killed
eight and wounded forty will cause ari
antl-mlllta- revulsion which will de-

feat Col. Perkins remains to be seen.
At any rate he Is the possible weak
spot on the ticket

Mayor Peters has jet two years to
serve. lie la a Democrat and a former
Representative In Congress. Immediately
previous to his election as Mayor he was
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury
under President Wilson. I

The Mayor Is m Intimate friend of
the President and equally friendly
with former Secretary McAdoo. He has
been relegated to the side lines In this
crises --by Gov. Coolldge. The Police
Commissioner of Boston Is an appointee
of the Governor under the law. You can

Girl Labor Leader With Ability '
There's a young woman, Miss May

Matthews, In this town and she heads
the telephono operators union. Let
those who think that Mian Matthews
has not assumed nil tho responsibilities
Of citizenship and developed Into a per-
son wholly capable of dominating a
labor union seek an Interview with her.
Miss Matthews is an extremely capable
person. v

She says that the telephone operators
Union Is willing to quit work it things
como to' a showdown. She Is not a
demagogue, merely a sincere upholder
of the sovereignty of labor as a class.
She does not advocate striking merely
to help the police, but she doos-fav-or a
walkout If there comes a straight bat-
tle between capltal'and labor here.

"The girls I have talked to are
anxious to strike," she says. "No other
telephone operators outside of Boston
will be allowed to take our places If
wa quit nor will outside operators
handle Boston calls If we strike. We
shall be entirely orderly. Wa will do
everything In our power toj suppress
disorder." v.

The laws governing the organization
of the police of Boston were adopted
with a view of keeping tho police out
of politics. Just how close to this poli-
tical elyslum these laws have ap-
proached .Is of much debate.

In the first place, the State of Massa-
chusetts Is normally Republican. The
city of Boston Is Democratic But Ihfc
latter cannot roll up a sufficiently large
Democratic vote to affect the Republi-
canism of the State outside the big city.

How Lnvrraalcers Figured.
This vas the premise upon which the"

police .laws were built It was figured
that If a Republican Governor appointed
a Police Commissioner for Boston the
chances were that he'd obey political
instinct and appoint a man of his own
political persuasion. He has consistently
done this.

A Republican Commissioner would not
be likely to permit his police to be so
manipulated as to assist the Democratic
Mayor to further Democratic ends. This,
too, has been followed out as per
scheduled.

Therefore, the lawmakers argued, the
Republican State outside of Boston could
rest assured that the Police Department
Of Boston waB not going to be used to
violate their Republican integrity and
however Democratic Boston wanted to
become It would be wholly up to Boston
minus her police force.

Bostonlana say that the scheme has
worked well. It has as a natural mat-
ter of course resulted In some friction
between the Mayor and the Commis-
sioner, but never to a serious degree, be-

cause neither expects nor receives many
political favors from the other. Up until
this coming gubernatorial election the
term" of office of the Governor has been
one year. Whoever Is elected Governor
of Massachusetts this November will be
chosen for, a. two year term under tho
new laws.

Neither the law nor precedent makes
It obligatory for the Police Commissioner
to resign upon the election of a new
Governor. Gov. Coolldge appointed
Commissioner Curtis, but Curtls's prede-
cessor, Steve O'Meara. held the Job
thirteen years under thirteen State ad-
ministrations Republican and Demo-
cratic.

Man Killed by Soldier.
Tho eighth death directly traceable

to tho police strike occurred y. It
was not the result of rioting nor even a
crap game. Moreover, there Is quite a
little pro and con discussion about the
killing. A shot hit a woman in the leg
after passing through the stomach of the
man It killed. One death on Thursday
laid to the strike was afterward attrib-
uted to other causes.

The man was Raymond Gelst. aged J 7,
of Leyden street, Dorchester. The
woman Is Mrs. Mary Jacques of 10 Hem-enwa- y

street Boston.
There are a hundred and one con-

flicting stories of the circumstances, but
the consensus of reports Is that Gelst
was struck, while standing at Boylston
and Tremont streets, across from the
Hotel Touralne, this being one of the
most populous of Boston s corners, and
sections of the State guardsmen were
patrolling It In all directions.

Gelst was told to move on by one of
the soldiers. He made some reply the
soldiers say Insulting. The guardsman
threw his rlfls to port arms and ad--

itiu ill mirn-mri--
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vanced toward Gelst. The latter Is al-

leged to have grabbed at the bayonet as
he began to back away.

Corporal IL I Newton, acting as
corporal of the guard and leadlnarhls
relief around the several posts, rushed
toward Gelst and the latter ran to
ward the subway entrance on the Com-
mon corner, Tho corporal advnncod
two paces and fired. Gelst pitched for
ward upon his face and lay still.

'Almost simultaneously Mrs. Jacques
fell. She was In direct line with the
running- - man when the corporal fired.
Fully 6,000 persons saw the shooting
and a small panic prevailed for a time.

This shooting has .left an unpleasant
feeling. Many call It unnecessary and
a rather hazardous thing to do whllo
such a tfirong was on all four content.
The city haa posted warnings, how-
ever, that there Is no such person as
"the Innocent bystander" in Boston
these days.

Jacques was taken to a hospital.
Her condition Is not' serious.

A man, jiot yet identified, was shot
In the back at Boylston and
Washington streets, one block from
where Raymond Gelst was killed. Tho
bullet hit him as he was running away.
The' soldier firing the shot ald that
the man tried to steal a motdr'car. Both
Washington and Boylston streets were
thronged at the time.

The man was taken to City Hospital,
where the doctors say he will" die. His
death will Tnake the ninth of the strike

Gov. Coolldge continues to receive
telegrams from Governors of the States
rtnd Mayors of the cities of the colntry.
All praise him fpr his courage; all urge
him to remain adamant. The latest
came to-d- from Gov. MUUken of
Maine, who wired;

"Speaking, as I confidently assume to
do, for the people of Maine, I congratu-
late you heartily upon your prompt and
vigorous action for the restoration ot
orderly and lawful government In Bos-
ton. We are watching you with in-

tense Interest becAuie we believe that
the maintenance t,t free Institutions In
America depends upon the firm and
courageous handling of every crisis like
the existing desertion and mutiny of
the Boston police force.

"There Is no room under our form of
government for forcible coercion of the
people or the constituted authorities by
any class or group. It Is fitting that
this twentieth century battle for true
democracy should be fought out In the
shadow of Bunker Hill. The result, like
the guns of Lexington, will be heard
around tho world."

Fire Kluhtera Offer Help.
The officials protest that there Is no

foundation for fear that the firemen will
strike. They ndd that even If the lire-m-

do quit Boston wilt not be left a
prey to Tlames. From virtually every
New England town that boasts a paid
fire department of more than a dosen
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men has come word that firemen will be
lent to Boston If the worst happens.

The outlook has not caused Gov. Cool-
ldge to worry a great deal. The re-
porter for The Sun asked him
nhether Mr. Gompers's terse statement
after receiving Commissioner Curtls's
telegram was responsible fdr the Com-
missioner changing hla mtpd about see-
ing the labor leaders.

"I think," said the Governor, "that
Commissioner Curtis had better speak
for himself. I do not want to comment
In any way that would be taken as n
criticism of tho city government, but I
think It Is generally conceded that the
police should be paid higher wages, that
their hours are long and that some of the
station houses need repairs.

"The policemen are deserters. I reit-
erate that. I do not brand them as de-

serters individually, however. But I
think that everybody has arrived at the
conclusion that we cannot tolerate a
police union.

"As far as I know, no threat of a
general strike, direct or Implied, has
caused Commissioner Curtis to change
his mind upon any phase of the situa-
tion."

South Boston and those other sections
where the rioting has taken placs after
dark were comparatively quiet
Great- crowds were shuffling along the
streets and the strike was the almost
exclusive topio of conversation.

But a thousand soldiers are pacing
South Boston. The hoodlums have come
to know that they are not there for their
health. Private watchmen are holding
down convenient corners of the big
stole In Boston proper. Jewellers and
olher merchants who deal in small but
valuable wares havo moved their Btuff
Into vaults over Sunday.
'A spectacular raid on a huge crap

game on the Bteps of Old North Church
resulted In the arrest of twenty

gamblers and the shooting of Mlko
Brusso, nine years old. The game was
roaring merrily below the belfry from
which the lanterns flashed to Paul
Hevere the approach of the British.

Guardsmen were notified and charged

For some reason one guardsman fired. V

The youngster was shot through the
hand and arm. Amputation may be
necessary'.

Two trucks bearing machine guns and
gunners were rushed to Washington nnd
Dover streets at midnight to reinforce
Infantrymen that were defied by a great
crowd. The crowd scattered when the

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GOMPERS BLAMES

CURTIS FOR STRIKE

Says Walkout Was Provoked
and Tractlcally Forced on

Policemen

CALLS HIM AN AUTOCRAT

Telegraphs Gov. Coolldge an
Appeal for a Review of

tho Situation.

Eamual Gompefs, president of the
American Federation of Labor, sent ft

telegram from the Continental Hotel last
night to Cov. Coolidrs of Massachusetts
arDeallng to the Governor, to Mayor
reters and to Police Commissioner Cur-

tis of Boston to "take a broad view of
tho entire situation," and later gave out
a statement in which he blamed the
police strike to Commissioner Curtis.
The statement follows: ,

The unionizing of policemen Is not of
the seeking of the American Federation
of Labor.

Their voluntary organization and In
sistent demand for charters Is the nat-
ural reflex of futile Individual attempts
to' Improve working conditions. There
fore the American Federation or taoor
was and is called upon to meet a situa-
tion created by incapable, negligent or
autocratic municipal authorities. When
men are underpaid or made to work
under bad conditions they seek redress.
Unable to right their grievances or ob-

tain hetter working conditions from their
Immediate superiors, they look for re-

dress elsewhere. This was the case in
Beaton.

"When policemen accept charters from
tho American Federation of Labor It is
with tho distinct understanding that
strike action will not be resorted to and
no obligation Is assumed which in any
way conflicts with their oaths or duty.
In tho American Federation of Labor
they are given sane advice and counsel,
out of It, or affiliated with some un- -

American or Irresponsible organization a
situation might develop which would
cause real concern and for which the
American Federation of Labor does not
care to accept even remote responsibility
by refusing to take them In and guide
them aright.

Responsibility of Authorities.
"Unfortunate and regretablo as the

strike of the Boston policemen was,
surely sound public opinion will make
the authorities In Boston admit and
share their own full responsibility for
It. The situation In which the police-
men And themselves to-d- waa provoked
and practically forced upon them by
the autocratic action of Police Commis
sioner Curtis, who at any time might
have honorably settled the dispute by
sucU action an Is naturally expected of
a public official In his responsible post
tlon.

"Even now, vested with Individual,
autocratic authority, with which, even
the Governor states he has no power
to Interfere, he declares the places of
approximately 1,400 policemen vacant.
Surely there Is some weight of justice
In Boston that will prevent this Individ
ual, whose vision and Interests prob
ably do not extend beyond the scope
of the Boston police area, from openly
antagonizing the great American labor
movement and making the work of Its
officers to lead along sound and pro
gressive lines most difficult If not lm
possible.

"If the authorities give no considera-
tion to the human side of the question
or to the advice and suggestion which
I had the honor to make, then what-
ever betide Is upon the head ot the au-
thorities responsible therefor."

Slessaire to Governor.
Mr. Gompers's telegram to the Bay

State Governor reads:
Tour telegram received. While lam
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one possibly could be. The question at
that I am as much concerned In the

maintenance of law and order as any
one possibly can be. The question at is-

sue Is not one of Riw and order, but the
assumption of an autocratlo and unwar
ranted position by the Commissioner of
Police, who Is not responsible to the
people ot Boston, but who Is appointed
by you. Whatever disorder has occured
Is due to his order. In which the right ot
tho policemen to organize has been de-

nied a right which has heretofore
never been questioned.

"My appeal to you as Governor and to
Hon. Andrew J. Peters, Mayor of
Boston, was not to sustain lawlessness,
but to honorably adjust a mutually un-
satisfactory situation In accordance with
a sueires'tlon by the President of the
United States In a similar case. Nothing
but good oan Tesult from favorable
action' upon my suggestion. May I not
further appeal to you, to Mayor Peters
and the Police Commissioner, to take a
broad view of tho entire situation and
thus give 'the opportunity for cool, de-

liberate consideration when the passions
aroused shall have subsided?

Governor Ilnd Backed Curtis.
The foregoing telegram was In reply

to a mesBago received by Mr. GomperB
earlier in the day from Gov. Coolldge, In
which the State executive insisted he
would support Commissioner Curtis "in
the enforcement of law and maintenance
of order." Gov. Coolldge's wire in turn
was in reply to another felegram sent by
the labor leader asking the authorities
to permit the policemen to return to
their work.

Mr. Gompers earlier In the afternoon.
before he had received official confirma
tion ot tho commissioners action In
regard tq the striking policemen, as
serted that "If the present haughty.
autocratic attitude of the Massachusetts
authorities is maintained, the conse
quences will rest on their own heads.

STRIKE CALL AT Y0UNGST0WN.

workers not bound by union agreement
to strike on September 22, pursuant to
the strike call recently issued.

The circulars were signed by John,
Fitzpa'trlck of Chicago, chairman, and
William Z. Foster of Pittsburg, secre
tary. They warn acalnst violence and
appeal for no faltering, "or we will sink.
